aration of ‘the case against the prisoner, 
will merely draw up a report, which will be 
presented to the court-martial. 


To Send for Dreyfus Diary. 
Paris, July 3.—Dreyfus’ memoirs, which he 
wrote on Devil's Island, were left there, but 
they will be forwarded to the government 
with his other effects. 


Comment on Deroulede Speech.

DEATH IN SOUTHERN 


YOUNG HATFIELD KILLS OFFICER 
AND BATTLE MAY BE ON. 


Member of the Famous Family of Des- 
peradoes Slays a Deputy Sherif on 
Pullman Car and His Relatives Turn 
Out to Prevent His Capture by the 
Posse of Citizens That Is in Close 
Pursuit—Volley of Shots Heard on 
the Kentucky Sige. 4 | | 


Williamson, W. Va., July 3.—[Special.)— 
Deputy Sheriff’ H. E. Ellis of Mingo Coun- 
ty, one of the most influential men in the 
southern part of the State. was shot to 
death today by Elias Hatfield, a young 
desperado, a son of Devil Anse Hat 
field. Posses are in pursuit, and others of 
the Hatfield family have turned out to 
prevent the capture of the murderer. A bat- 
tle to the death seems inevitable. 1 

Three years ago Deputy Sheriff Ellis, who 
is a relative of the McCoys, surrounded a 
mountain hut and gffected the capture of 
John Hatfield, who was wanted for the kill- 
ing of Creed McCoy. Hatfield was sent to 
prison for life, and his relatives then swore 
vengeance on Ellis. 

At noon today Ellis walked to the plat- 
form of a Pullman sleeper attached to a 
N. and W. train from the South. 
and immediately spied Elias Hatfield, who

his shoulder, bounded to the sleeper plat- 
form and, with an oath, fired at the offi- 
cer. Ellis returned one shot from a re- 
volver, but the second ball from Hatfield’s 


j rifle penetrated the deputy’s skull, killing 


him. 
Escapes into Kentucky. 

The greatest excitement reigned for a 
time, but Hatfield leaped from the rear of 
the car and, running toward, Tug River, 
escaped across into Kentucky. Two hours 
later a posse of almost 100 citizens, headed 
by Sheriff N. J. Keadle, was in pursuit of 
the desperado. A number of the Hatflelds 
crossed into Kentucky late this evening, 
heavily armed, That they go to prevent the 
arrest of Elias Hatfield is unquestioned. 

A telegram from Gray tonight states that 
more than forty shots from rifles were heard 
in the mountains almost opposite there in 
Kentucky, and that the bloodhounds taken 
to the scene by the posse were baying fu- 
rtously. 

It is believed that the posse has fired on 
Hatfield, or that the pursuers of young 
Hatfield have had trouble with his rela-

History of Famous Feud. 

‘The Hatfield-McCoy feud began in 1882, be- 
tween the McCoys in Pike County, Ky., and 
the Hatfields of Logan County, W. Va. 
The two counties join along the Blue Ridge. 
The feud grew out of an election dispute, 
in which one of the McCoys shot and killed 
a Hatfield. Four of the McCoys were ar- 
rested for the murder, and, while awaiting 
examination, were captured by a- Hatfield 


mob, carried into Logan County, then taken 


back into Kentucky in the dead of nicht. 
and all four shot. 

It was not until 1887 that Governor Buck 
ner offered a reward of $500 for the murder- 
ers of the McCoys, and made a requisition 
for them upon the Governor of West Vir- 
ginia, which requisition was refused. The 
Sheriff of Pike County, tempted by this re- 
ward, went to Logan County, captured three 
of the Hatflelds, and put them into the Pike 
County jail. By way of retaliation, their 
kin who were free made a raid into Pike 
County on New Year’s eve, burning the 
house of the head of the McCoy family, and 
killing his wife, daughter, and son. The 
father escaped, and, rousing his relatives, 
invaded Logan County, killing two of the 
Hatfields and taking six prisoners. 

From 1882 to 1887, when the two States 
were roused to a sense of the situation, the 
killing and burning went on unchecked, the 
Hatfields being the chief aggressors. 
** Devil Anse Hatfield purchased firearms 


a regular clan with himself at the head. 
They had a cavern in the Devil's Back- 
bone,“ where they held their meetings and 
laid their murderous plans. 


Kill Woman and Children. 
Randall McCoy, with his wife and thirteen 


cabins near the mouth of Pond Creek. 
Devil Anse and his gang raided the 
dwelling in the dead of night, laid the place 
in ashes, wounded the father, leaving him 
for dead, and killed the mother and five of 
the children, the rest escaping to the woods 
in the darkness. 

In 1887 Jefferson McCoy, riding along a 
mountain path, was waylaid and shot by 
Captain Ansel Hatfield and one -of his 
gang. McCoy's old mother was with him, 
and after the first shot was fired, wounding 
him slightly, she threw herself on the 
ground at Devil Anse's feet, and, clasp- 
ing his knees, pleaded for her son's life. 
Hatfield kicked her brutally and completed 
the murder of her son. 


Slaughter Many McCoys. 


Minor crimes of various kinds were com- 
mitted until January, 1888, when the crown- 
ing piece of lawlessness was accomplished. 
Thirteen of the Hatfield gang surrounded 
the McCoy homestead and set fire to it while 
the family were asleep trusting in the pro- 
tection of the companies of soldiers assem- 


They killed all the sons who could handle a 
rifie, one of the daughters, and beat the 
mother over the head until they stunned and 
left her for dead. The father did his best to 
defend his family, and dodging from tree to 
tree fired shot after shot, with the result 
that three of the attacking party had to be 
buried when the fight was over. 

Shortly afterwards Sheriff Phillips of Pike 
arrested several of the Hatfield gang. Their 
captain escaped. The men were brought to 
trial and most of them were sent to the pen- 
itentiary for terms of from eight to ten 
years. 

Early in 1897 most of the Hatflelds, hav- 
ing served their terms, came home and 
„Devil Anse reappeared at their head, in 
defiance of three true bills for murder in the 
first degree that had been found against him 
by the Pike County grand jury. 

Captain Anse was finally taken after kill- 
ing one man and wounding another and 
lodged in jail to await trial. Some one 
smuggled a hatchet to him, and with this he 
chopped his way through a stockade eighteen 
inches thick. The escape was made between 
1 and 2 o’clock in the morning and was not 
discovered until several hours later. 

During the nine years since the raiding of 
his home Randall McCoy had managed to 
locate the outlaw's cave in the Devil's Back- 
bone, and to this retreat he led the pursuing 
party. Hatfield's followers were with him. 
There was a fight lasting for several days 
and then the outlaws’ stronghold was 
wrecked with dynamite. Several are sup- 
posed to have escaped, among them, per- 
haps, Hatfield. 

It is out of this feud that the trouble of 
today grew, and more fatalities may before 
now be added to the long list that has made

Fire Starts in Basement. 


The flames sprang up near the middle of 
the basement at 11 a. m., and when the 
first warning came the whole front of the 
cellar was a mass of fire. Harry Shevlin, 
the engineer, was stationed in the engine- 
room in this part of the building, So far as 
is known, he was the only man near the 
starting point of the fire. The flames spread 
so rapidly that he had to be dragged from 
the coal-hole at the rear of the building 
and had not time to even take his vest, con- 
taining a watch and $5, from the nail where 
it hung beside the engine. When he reached 
safety the fire filled all of the basement and 
was roaring to the upper floors through the 
‘elevator shafts at front and rear. | 

On the upper floors more than a hundred 
girls, mostly. Polish, were employed in sort- 
ing the old paper which the firm made a 
business of buying and selling. The fire pre- 
ceded any warning that could be sent to 
them. Their first intimation of danger was 


as it ran up the sides of the shafts. 
paper in piles and bags, caught fire about

Rush for the Fire Escapes. 

The greater part of the women crowded 
to the flre escapes, and windows at the rear. 
Here a shed reached to the second floor of 
the building, but the women were almost 
too frightened to heed the advice which was 
shouted at them to jump on the shed if they 
feared to wait a rescue. 


Women Heroic in Rescue Work. 

Mes. Lena Caldwell and Mrs. Margaret 
Rend, who reside at 1440 Indiana avenue, 
four doors north of the building, did heroic 
work as life-savers. The screams from the 
stampeded women attracted their attention, 
and going to their door they saw at the 
windows of the burning structure the faces 
of more than twenty-five. of the frightened 
girls. Some were in the act of jumping. 
Others were crowding about the openings 
for the same purpose. 

Mrs. Caldwell and Mrs. Rend cried to the 
girls to remain where they were until they 
could get a ladder, then the two ‘women ran 
to the cellar, dragged out a twenty-foot lad- 
der, carried it through a back yard and an 
alley, then through a narrow way between 
the burning building- and the Legal News 
Building.

berry Library, on the other. 

Says He Will Have the Land Yet. 
Trials of the men on the criminal tharge, 
Captain Streeter says, will have no effect 
on the final outcome of that struggle. Pre- 
vious to the reading of the decision, he 
stated that nd matter what ruling the court 
made he ‘soon would have possession of the 
% District of Lake Michigan again, by rea- 
son of civil actions which he would com- 
mence. He said he would take possession 
and begin the erection of buildings within 
a short time. 
The courtrégm was crowded with the de- 
fendants, atterneys, policemen, and spec- 
tators when at 8 o’clock the justice rapped 
for order and began reading his decision. 
As the trend of the decision became evident, 
Streeter began: to stroke his red beard 
nervously and Harry N. James to look seri- 
ous. When the end was reached they set 
about securti bonds for all the defend- 


ants. 
Points Gavered in the Decision. 


In his decision Justice Hamburger dis- 
posed of the question of his own jurisdic- 
tion by saying the defendants waived their 
right to plead against it when they took a 
change of venue from the court of Justice 
of the Peace Kersten to his own. Further, 
the decision | in part as follows: 

The question | na ving been raised by the defend- 
ants as to the venue, claiming said tract of land 
was no part of Cook County or the State of I- 
linols, is thoroughly answered in the cases of the 
People vs. Kirk. 162 Illinois, 138; Revell vs. The 
People, 177 Illindis, 478; and the Illinois Central 
railroad company, 146th United States.

| DRAINAGE TRUSTEES TO DECIDE ro- 


MORROW ON CANAL OPENING. ~ 


Contractors Estimate It Will Cost 
Nearly $200,000 Additional to Fin- 
ish the Channel by December on Ace- 
count of Rush Work—Views of Mem- 
bers of the Board—Water Power In- 
quiry—Discuss a Mayor Pro Tem.— 
Asks Ordinance for Stadium Loops. 


At the meeting tomorrow the Drainage 
Trustees will decide whether the canal is to 
be finished next December or whether the 
opening will be postponed until spring. It 
is altogether a matter of money, and if the 
work is to be completed this fall will require 
something like $200,000 extra. 

The whole matter was gone over yesterday 
by the Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age board. McArthur Bros., contractors for 
the Campbell avenue bridge, announced that 
if they were to finish.their work by Decem- 
ber they. would charge a bonus of $140,000, 
as they would have to work day and night, 
with a necessity for extra machinery and 
higher wages for night work. McGriffith & 
McDermott, contractors for the bypass at 
Van Buren street, made a demand for $24,- 
000 extra if they were to finish by December. 
They offered to sell their machinery and ma- 


terial to the board at cost and let it finish 


the work. 

Heldmeir & Neu, section 17, are now work- 
ing day and night, and say.they will be 
through in November. Gahan & Byrne, sec- 
tion 18, have a clause in their contract com- 
pelling them to work nights as well as days 
if necessary, and Mr. Gahan said he had no 
doubt his firm would be through before De- 
cember. 

The Canal Commissioners claimed the work 


. being done on the dam at Joliet should be 


stopped, as they want limestone cement in- 
stead of granite. Engineer Randolph said 
he was following the instructions of the 
court, and ordered the work to go on. 


Views of Trustees. 
On the question whether the board should 


pay the extra money in order to get the 


work done this year various members ex- 
pressed themselves as follows: 
PRESIDENT BOLDENWECK—We will have 


‘the canal finished in December, if such a thing is 


possible, and I believe it is. I never will vote to 
give the contractors one dollar more than the 
actual cost of the additional expense entailed by | 
night work. 

TRUSTEE KELLY—The conservative members 
of the board are in favor of settling with the con- 


‘tractors, and finishing the ditch with all possible 


haste. They fear that we may have trouble with 
Congress unless the water is turned into the canal 
by Dec. 1. I will vote for the district's best in- 
terests. 

TRUSTEE BRADEN—The contractors will be 
required to go to great additional expense to finish 
the in accordance with our plan, and would 
be entitled to more money than if allowed to com- 


- plete it in their own time. I would not give the 
contractors any more than it is worth. 


TRUSTEE JONES—If the channel is to be ready 
in December, night work is an absolute necessity, 
and some kind of a settlement with the contract- 
ors must be made. 


Water Power Inquiry. 


An inquiry in regard to water power was 
received from the Tamarack Mining com- 
pany of Boston. The inquiry was signed 
by G. M. Hyams and read: 

Will you kindly let me know where I can obtain 
some information in regard to the proposition for 
leasing water power on the drainage canal. Our 
companies are thinking of establishing a large 
electrolytic refining plant for all our copper com- 

es, and will require a large amount of power. 

t has occurred to me that it is well worth our 

—ͤ—— to take up the development of power 
along the drainage canal. 

Chief Engineer Randolph sent the com- 
pany a mass of data, with an invitation to 
submit a bid when the other proposals are 
_ received on Aug. 23.
